Do we realize that Canada’s cost of 
living has risen léss than that of any 
other country?

Through disciplined use of controls 
comes our opportunity to show that 
our patriotism is not a feeble flame 
but a burning passion, Our dollars 
properly spent can help to build con- 
fidence, enterprise and national sec- 
urity, So shall such a epirit grow 
within all Canadians that, when con- 
trols are relaxed, there shall have 
been bred in us the consciousness of 
our individual ‘responsibility in our 
country’s economy.

Proposed Union Of 


U.F.A. and A.F.U. 


Representatives of thé Alberta 

Farmers’ Union and the United Farm 
ers of Alberta recently met with re- 
presentatives of the Alberta Federa- 
tion of Agriculture for the purpose 
of consolidating farm organizations 
in this province, It was decided to re-
